„God ta pardon the wretched creature who. 
had directed it against his heart. ‘This, hows 
ever; Gentlemen, is not the time for the con- 
sideration of those virtues which adorned the 
nature of that great and good. man. Whats 
ever they were, they are now:torn from, ps: 
their memory alone remaing,,to,:eonsole , us, 
Bot it is not in justice even tq his memory; 
itis not for vengeance, nor through -resqntn. 
ment, that T now apply, to you „agäinst the 
prisoner ; I forget for an instantand do you 


„for his horrible purpose. 
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forget, also, that it wàs he who lifted the arm 
of an assassin against Mr. Perceval’s life—it 
is to satisfy the public justice of the Coune 
try,-—it is to protect the public from being 
opeu to-the perpetration and the disgrace of 
‘these horrible and getested crimes, that I 
stand here as the prisoner's public accuser. 
As to the prisoner’s general life and maunurs 
I have nothing to do with them. 1 have to 
do with no part of his conduct, except whate 
ever is connected with the act for whick he 


"is arraigned; and, therefore, [ shall go over 


only so much of his life as those transactions 
happened in which ted to his fatal resentment. 
The prisoner at the bar, Gentlemen, acted as 
a merchant, and was considered of such pere 
fect. and sound understanding, that he not 
oniy conducted his own affairs, but was sea 
lected by others for the condûct of their’s, 
Some three or four years ago he was entruste 
ed with & commission to Russia by a house 
some where in the north. The commission 


“was of considerable importance, and he went 
“to Kassia. 


He' was not long in Russia, 
wheu, either justly or unjustly, he complain. 
ed of the conduct of the Russiau Gov- 
erament, to Lord G. L. Gower. It je 
unnecessary for me to detail the particulars of 


-theconduct of which he complained; but it 


is sufficient to say, that his complaint was 
neglected by Lord Gower. He then came 
back to England, and returned to the pura 
suit of his mercantile affairs. So sound ivas 
he in mind, that he found persons ready 
enough to avail themselves of his abilities 
and experience in business. It entered, hoa 
ever, into hìs head, that this Government 
was bound to take cognizance of his case, 
and to remunerate him for the losses he 
pretended to have sustained from that of 
Russia. He therefore applied to Ministers, 
who, according to their usual practice in 
such cases, had the grounds of his applica. 
tien examined; but it appearing from this 
examination that his claims had no foundaa 


‘tion in Justice, they were not farther attended 


to. He then had recourse to another con 
trivance: he drew up a petition to Par. 
Hament, in the hope that he might ina 
terest a sufficient number of Members to 
support his claims. Several Members seeing 
those claims unreasonable and aujust, shifted 
the thing from themselves, and he at length 
applied to the Minister to obtain his countee 
namce to his petition, as, it being a money 
one, without that cauntenauce it would not 
be successfully introduced to the House. 
Mr. Perceval, governed by those principles 
of justice which always guided his conduct, 
refused the prisoner that countenance which 
he required ; ‘and From that moment the dea 
sire of revenge seems to have entered into 


„and to have engrossed: his heart; from that 


“moment he seeins to have conceived his ree 
sentment, and to have marked out his victim. 


: He has been rusident in London for the last 


foúr months, and the latter part of that time 
&ppears to have been spent in preparations 
He bought a 
brace of pistols and ammunition. He got 
his arms ready, and appears to have watched 
his best opportunity. He informed himself 
of the time when Mr. Perceval usually went 
to the House of Cotnmons; he had an alter. 
tion made in hisdress, by gitting an inside 
potket on the left side of his coat for 
the cótnvenience of containing his pistols.

Those who make the affidavits are unable tó 
deny that he has not been in the managcthent 
of his-own affairs and those of othefs. Un« 
deubtediy, if if eould be proved that the 
ne had we mind, nb-imputation could 
e made against him in law, because the im. 
‚ Putatien. presupposes miùd ín the person 
against whom it is made. If it could be 


proved, that there was an absence of mind - 


at the time that he committed this act, noa 
thing Coutd lie against him ; but tv-day Î am 
to learn, that the extraordinary wickedness 
of the act is the very reasons why the perpe. 


‚trator of it, sbould not be answerable for it, 
Gentlemen, [ wijl put à caset—Suppose it. 


had pleased Almighty God to have arrested 
„the assassin’s hand, just as he was about to 
inflict the fatal blow, and that Mr. Perceval 
had been thus miraculously spared to his fa. 
_mily ând to his country; if, en the morning 
of the day in which he had been thus snatch- 
ed away from the perpetration of his meditat» 
ed murder, he had made his will, aad that 
„the validity of that-will was. afterwards dis- 
. puted in a Court of Justice, on the ground 
of insanity; K ask) would any Court allow 
the legality of such a plea ?— Would not. the 
genera! habit of his miud, the rationality of 
his general conduct, outweigh every consid. 
eration of insanity attaching to this one act? 
„Would it not be said, aud said fairly, that 
his whole life being rational, it was not 
right to conclude this act to be irrational bee 
cause it possessed an atrociousness which the 
mind of man, in the higkest flight of its 
wickedness, would scarcely dare to conceive, 
—an atrociousness which would be conceived 
to be possible merely because it existed ?mAre 
we to conclúde, in fact, the prisoner to be mad 
because he has done án act of madness? If 
so, Gentlemen, this very atrocious and ex- 
traordinarily wicked act carries with it its 
owa defence; and we may do what we please 
against the justice of the country, provided 
our conduct be sufficiently daring and boasts 
an atrocity beyond the wickedness of com. 
mon life. The question then is sinpiy this: 
whether a person like the prisoner at the bar, 
be at the time of the commission of his act, 
capable of distinguishing between right and 
„wrong. Ìf he be so capable, then the law is, 
that he is answeràble for it. LL think it ne. 
cessary kere to distinguish between that civil 
derangement which excludvs a man from the 
management of his property or his affairs, and 
that madness which renders a man criminally 
unaccountable to the law. A person may be 
in the first situation, and yet not in the se. 
cond. The administration of his affairs may 
be taken from him by the law; and yet he 
may have still the power of judzing be. 
tween right and wrong in criminal cases, and 
be therefore answetable for his criminal act. 
This is the law as laid down by all vur best 
and wisest writers, and as preserved imme. 
morially in the practice of our Courts. In. 
decd, all the cascs which [ remember speak 
this doctrine ; but there are two cases more 
prominent than the rest, and tkese 1 shall 
quote to you.” The Learned Gentleman tiren 
went into a detail of the King v. Arnold, 
and the case of Lord Ferrars. Tu the first 
case Arnold was accused of the murder of 
Lord Onslow, in 1723; and the defence set 
up was, that Arnold was out of his mind, 
aud several witnesses proved that he was toa 
certain extent incapahle-even from his child. 
hood; every act of his life shewing a de. 
ficiency of understanding, and that he was: 
not capable of managing either other people’s 
affairs or his own. But it was proved that- 
he had taken up a causcless resentment against 
Lord Onslow—had made preparations fur the- 
deed ; and it was held by the Judges that note 
withstanding his deficient understanding, if 
he was capable of distinguishing between 
right ard wrong, he was clearly answerable: 
The Jury found him guilty accordingly. In 
the other case, Lord Ferrars was accused of 
‘the murder of Mr. Johnson, his steward. He 
had taken up an unfounded suspicion against 
him, and had resolved upan putting the un- 
fortunate man to instant death. He made 
preparations, sent for him to his house, put 
every other person out of the way, took him 
into a private room, and shot him. It was 
proved that he was frequently insane; that 
many of his relations, had died insane ; that 
his Solicitor, was so convinced of his insanity, 
that he refused to act for him. . Medical men 
swore he was insane; hs relations declared 
that tlrey would have tak\'n out a commission 
of lunacy, but were afraid of their motives 
being misrepresented. His Peers, all the Peers 
of the kingdom, declared with one consistent 
voice that he was guilty, and he was executed. 
These cases the Attorney-General applied to 
the present, maintaining, that if even insanity 
in all his. other acts had been manifest, yet 
the systematic carrectness with which the pri. 


soner contrived the murder of Mr, Perceval, 


shewed, a mind, at the.time, capable of dis. 
„tinguishing right and wrong. Here there was 
no deficiency, as in the cases he had cited ; 
and therefore he must insist, that if the Jury 
thought with him, they must ad a verdict of

torney-General for the resistänte he opposed 
to the defenèe set ùp by-his Coùnset, which 
went to prove that he was insane; because, 
if it had sùcceeded, it would not have Answer. 
ed the purpose of hîs fústificatton. He re. 
turned thanks to his Counsel for hìs zeal 
in his defence, and his intentions in setting 
up such aplcâ at the desire of his friends; 
but ueither- now, wor at âny time, had he 
incurred the charge of insanity, with the ex- 
teption of a single instance in Russia, when 
the presturè uf his sùfferings had exposed 


him to that imputation. 


As to the lamentable catastrophe for which 
he Was now on his trial before that Court, no 
man tould lament the sad event with deeper 
sorrgw than he did; not even the faïmily and 
nearest friends of the unfortunate Mr. Perce. 
val. Ifhehad been capable of taking away 


the life of that Gentleman with any delibe- 


rate feeling of malice propense, he should de. 
Serve to be accounted the most atrocious 
monster in existence. He disciaimed, how. 
ever, in the most solemn manner, any such 
motive of personal premeditated malice to. 
wards that Gentleman in particulars and 
could only state, the unfortunate lot had 
fallen upon him as a leading Member of that 
Administration, which had repeatedly refused 
him any reparation for the únparalteled in 
juries he had sustained in Russia, through a 
series of years, with the cognizance and sanc. 


tion of the accredited Minister of the country 
at the Court of St. Petersburg. 


He then entered into a detail of the injuries 
he had suffered, He was, he said, a person 
engaged in mercantile concerns at [siterpool, 
and in a prosperous situation: that in the 


year 1804 he went to Russia, on some mer., 


cantile business of importance to himself; 
and having finished that business, he was 
about to take his departure from Archangel 
for England. At that time a ship called the 
Soleute, was lost in the White Sea. She was 
chartered for England, and by the direc. 
tion of her owners insured at Lloyd’s Coffcen 
house; but the underwriters at Lloyd's re. 
fused to pay the owners for their loss: and 
in consequence of some circumstances con. 
nected with this refusal and the loss of this 
ship, with neither of which he had any con- 
cern whatever, he was seized in his cafriage 
as he was passiug the Russian frontier, by 
order of the Military Govertor at Archan. 
gel, and thrown into prison. He immedie 
ately applied to the British Consul at Arch. 
angel, and through him to the British Ambas- 


sador, Lord Granville Leveson Gower, then 


at the Russian Court, stating his case. Lord 
G. bh. Gower wrote to the Military Gover- 
nor of Archangel, desiring that if he, the 
prisoner, was not detained for any legal cause, 
he might be immediately liberated as a-British 
subject; but the Governor answered, that 
he, the prisoner, was detained in prison for a 
legal cause, and that he had conducted him. 
From this 
time, Lord G. L. Gower, and the British 
Consul, positively declined any farther-inter- 
ference in the business ; and he, the prisoner, 
was detained in durence for near two years, 
in spite of all his endeavours to induce the 
British Minister to interfere with the ilmperor 
of his 
case. Atlength, however, after being bandied 
from prison to prisou, aud from dungeon to 


dungeon, fed on bread and water, treated 


with the utmost eruelty, andfrequently marcha 
ed through the streets under a military 
guard, with felons and. criminals of the 
roost atrocious description, even before the 
residence of the British Minister, who might 
view from his window this degrading severi. 
ty towards a British subject, who had com. 
mitted no crime, to the disgrace and insult 
of the British nation; he was afterwards 
enabled to make his case known through 
the Procureur; it was investigated, and he 
obtained a jadgment against the Military 
Governor and Senate. —Notwithstauding this 
decíson, he was immediately sent to another 
prison, and a demand was made on him for 
2000 roubles, afteged to be due by him to a 
Russian merchant, who was a bankrupt. He 
refused'to pay this demand for a debt which 
he did'rot owe; and the Senäte, finding him 
‘determined to resist the demänd, he was de.

“‘kaown Éo him, and saïd he only wished it to 
be shewn'that the móney was justly duc, ard 
he would pay it. The Marguis of Doug!as 
made a fepresentatión, Ad stated it was only 
desired thät the justice of the claim should 

be shèin, and the money should be paid. 
This applications, however, was ineffec. 
túal, and he was still required to pay 
the 2000 foubles, or evet 20 roubles, to 
acknowledge, in some degree, the justice of 
the demand. 
this, he should jústify the conduct of the 
Senate and the Military Governor of Arche 
angel, against whom he hal alteady obs 

“tained a legal decision, with ad acknowledge 

“ment that he had been unjustly treated, the 

necessary consequence would be, that for 

his supposed contumacy, ín bringing a false 

Charge against the Senate and Governor, he 

should be sent to Siberia, he persisted in 

refusing to comply with the claims. 

All this while his wife, a young woman 
of only 20 years of age, with an infant at her 
breast, remained at St. Petersburgh, in exe 
pectation of his arrival, and at length, in the 
efghth mouth of her pregnancy, disappointed 
of her hopes, was obliged to set oùty Uupro- 
tected, on her voyage for England. At last, 
after a series of six year's persecution in the 
manner he had described, ard after the repeat. 
ed refusal of Tiord Gower aud the British 
Consul to represent his case tu the Emperor, a 
Circumstance occurred, which proved in a 
particular degize the peculiar negligence which 
be had experienced. A Captain Gardiner, 
of a Hull ship, arrived at Afchangel, who 
had a trifling dispute with the Commander 
of a guard.ship, about a demand of a few 
roubles for pilotage, and yet this man’s 
complaint was represented to the Emperor 
four times within a month by the British 
Ambassador; while, through a series of six 


year's unparalleled persecution, the prisoner - 
was not able to obtain any interference on- 


his behalf. At length, the Senate, quite tired 
out by these severities, in 1809, he received, 
at midnight, adischarge from his confinemeut, 
and an order to quit the Russian dominions, 
with a pass, which was, in fact, an ackuowe 
ledgment of the justice of his cause, 

On his return to England he laid a state. 
ment of his grievances before the Mar. 
quis Wellesley, accompanied by authentic 
doeuments, and claiming some redress for 
the injuries he had sustained through the con- 
duct of the British Minister in Russias which 
injuries it was impossible he should have 
suflered, if they had not been countenanced and 
sanctioned by that Minister. ‘The Noble 
Marquis was then iù Court, and could con- 
tradict his statement if it was false. He re. 
presented the circumstances as they really 
were, aud not as personally concerning hun- 
self, but as involving the honour of the 
British Government. He was referred bj 
the Noble Marquis to the Privy Council, and 
from the Privy Council to the Treasury ; and 
thus bandied from une department to another, 
he applied to Mr. Perceval, who refused to 
Bupport his claim, ile was nezt advised to 
petition Parliament; but then he was inform. 


ed it was necessary to have the sanction of. 


his Majesty's Ministers, as his claim was of 
a pecuniary ‘nature; and he accordingly 
wrote to Mr. Perceval during the Session 
of 1811, but ‘received for answer from his 
secretary, that the time for presenting private 
petitions to Parliament was gone by, and that 
Mr. Perceval could not encourage his hopes 
that he would recommend his claims to the 
House of Commons. He next memorialized 
‘his Royal Highness the Prince Regent in a 
statement of his sufferings; some time after. 
wards, he received an answer from Colonel 


When the ‘Marquis of - 
“Dotúglas‘ártived in Russia, he made his case -

Finding himself thus bereft of alt tropesof 
reáress; his affairs ruined by, his long im. 
prisonment in Russia, thrcugh the fault of the 
British Ministers his property al! dispersed 
for want of his own attention; his fahhily 
driven into tributationand want; his wife and 
“aid children claiming support, which:he wàs 
unable to give them; hims:H involved in 
difficulties, and pressed on all sides by claims 
he could not answer; and (hat jarstice refused 
to him which it was the duty of Government 
‘togive, notas amatter of favour, bu' of rights 
“and Mr. Perceval obstisately r-fusing fo 
sanction his claims in Parliausent, be: was driven 
to despair, and under these agonising feelings 
wás impelled to that desperate atternative 
which he had unfortunately adopted, and foe 
which the last answer of the Governmeut had 
given him a carteblanche, — 

Lord G. IL. Gower was then in the Court 
ând he called- en him :to eontradict, if he 
could, the statement he had mare. Mr, Per. 
ceval had uufortunateiy fuailen the Victim of 
his desperate resolution. No man Hmenrred 
mere sincerely than he did the cutamtoùs 
ovent. He could never reffect-on it withont 
being ready to burst into tvars. If he had 
mat beord Gower, in the desperate resolution 
he had taken, he (laord (4) shouid have rè. 
eeived the ball—and not Alr. Perceval. “Hea 
appealed to the fevtiu ss of the Jury, âs Fa. 
thers,=—48 husbands, 5 men: and to the 
affectton which they vwed to their families, 
and the regard they felt for the hononr and 
integrity of their characters, —v hat tuey wouid 
have done uuder the provocation he hut rea 
ceived. He concluded by dischaiming most 
solemuly all personal or premeditated malice 
against Mr. Perceval. As to desth, if it were 
to be euffered tive hundred times, he sinould 
prefef it to the injmtries and intiguities which 
he had experienced in Russin. He should cone 
sider it as the wearied traveller does the inn 
which affords hin an asyium for repose. But 
Government, in the injustice they nad dons 
him, were infinitely more criminal thau'the 
wretch who, For depriving tac traveller of.a 
few. shillings on the hizhway, forfcits -his life 
tothe laws, He relied upon-tHis, however, 
that it was impossible by the la, ofthe Conua 
try to convict him of the erime of wilfitl nitfr. 
der, unless it was proved fhat he had milice 
propense towards the unrortunate Gentleman 
for whose death he was then on his trial, and 
towards whom he utterly denied all personal 
or iutentienal malice, 

Three witnesses wete then called M re, 
Phillips, who said, she knew the prisoner fram 
his chuldäood 3 that his father hail died insafc, 
and that he hìmsvif had been all his life in 4 
state of derangement, and parficniarly since 
he came from Russia: and he talked on thie 
subject for the last three years. Mee. Marv 
Clark, who lives in Be zaio-court, Newgate 
street, also stated her opinion of the prisoner’s 
insanity for the last two years. —Aane Fil. 
gius, servant at the house waere the prisoner 
lodged in New Millman.street, for the last 
four months, deposed, thst she thoncht his 
manner coafuscd and deranged for some time 
back, aud particularly on Sunday las:: but 
on crossscxamination of these witnesses, it ape 
peared that none of them ever knew any in= 
stance of his being attended by any medical 
person, ur in any manuer confined or restrainr- 
ed for one hour by his friends on account of 
insanity, or prevented froin the Minigement 
of his own affairs, or from transacting basia 
ness with others. And Aun Fidgias, in par- 
ticular, admitted that he had gans to attend 
divine service both morning and evening, lust 
Sunday, at the boundling Hospitat Chapel, 
with her mistress and her:little son; anl that 
he attended them on Monday to the European 
Museum; and had been always wespeeted.in 
the housaas amost regularand order! y person. 

Sir James M ausfield then praceedat to ch arge 
the Jury. His Lordship commenced by inte 
pressing on them the neeussity of putting en= 
tirely out of their minds gil consideration of 
the high character of the lamented Gentleman 
who had been murdered. Thelaws of the 
Country heid out their protection equally to 
the humblest and the highest subject of the 
state; and it was for the Jury to consider the

petition was mislaid, le then wrote another 
petition to his Kovyal Llighness, and he un 
derstood it was referred to the Treasury, as 
appeared by a letter to him from Mr. Secre.

He then succinctly recapitulated the eira 
cumstamnces already detailed, amd remarked 
thereon, not ouly thatno cireuinstanes of peria 
vate injiry, however aggravated, couid verre 
rant any man in taking tas iew into his own 
hands, and taking away the life of an indivie 
dual, Neither could the plea of insanity he 
of any «vail in such a case, uniess it cold be 
proved that the prisoner, at tho tieae he come 
mitted the act, was so far deranged in his 
mind, as mot to be.capabte of judging between 
right and wrong. 

The Jery after retiring a short time, return- 
ed verdict— (Guilty. 

Phe Recorder, at about a quarter past six, 
proceeded to address the prisoner. He come 
mented on the enormity of the offence which 
he had committed by the murder of one who 
was employed in one of the highest offices of 
his country; to which, but for the crime which 
the prisoner had been found guilty of, his 
surviccs might have proved a great blessing.

EXECUTION GF JOHN BELLINGHAM. 


The-crowd.assembled to witness the execu- 
tion of (his unfortunate man was by no means 
„So great as has heen. collected on former occa. 
‘Signs, The wetness of the morniug, and the re. 
„Sollection of the dreadful catastrophe that 
appeted attheexecution of Holloway and 
dlaggerty, were the reasons why the number 
„of spectators were comparatively. so few, Ve. 
„Ty soon after seven o’ciock, the Lord Mayor 
and Sheriffs arrived at the Sessions House, in 
the Old Bailey,where Lord Sefton, Mr. Berke- 
„Jy Craven, aud about twenty Gentlemen 
were assembled. At twenty minutes after ser 
„ven, the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs went from 
the Sessions House tothe prison to see the 
sentence of the Jaw put in execution. Athalf 
„Past seven, the prisoner accompanied by tke 
Ker. Dr. Ford, came down from his cell to 
have bis irons knocked off. He walked up to 
the block which was prepared for that ‚pur. 
Pose, witha quick but brm step. Upon com- 
ing cut, he looked up, apparently to see the 
‚State of the weather, and immediately laid his 
foot on the block with great composure, and 
‘while the man was knocking off the irons hê 
desired him to keep them. steady to prevent 
their shaking or jarring bis leg, He was dres- 
„sed in a brown great-coat, thé same he wore 
‘at his trial,a striped kerseymere waistcoat, 
Jight pantaloons, and „his shoes dawn at the 
heels. As soon as his irons were off, he went, 
acompanied by Dector Fard, the Lord May. 
or and Sheritts, aad two or three Gentlemen 
in a room adjoining the Press.yard, to wait 
Vatil the proper time for proceeding to the 
scaffold.— During the time that he remained 
there, he talked to the Sheriffs with great ease 
end composure; he repeated shortly what 
he had said at the trial, respecting the wrongs 
which he conceived himself to have suffered; 
&nd added, that if he could have presented his 
Petition to the House of Commons, the event 
for which he was then about to die would not 
have happened ; expressing, at the same time, 
& hope that some regulation would be made 
Upon the subject of pefitions in future, Mr. 
Sheriff Heygate then addressed him, and said 
he hoped thatat this awful moment he felt 
duc aud deep contritiop. for thedreadful act 
which he had perpetrated. He replied, “[ 
hope I feel all that a man ought to feel.” The 
Sheritf then said, as he was about to appear in 
the presence of God, he trusted that all feel 
ings of resentment or revenge were eradicated 
from his mind.—He said, yesjerthat no man 
Could feel more sincerely for thé situation of 
Mrs. Perceval than he did—=that he wasaware 
he was about to appear in the presence of God 
==that it was vain for any human being to hope 
to appear in that presence free from guilt==that 
Man was but corruption,—Mr. Sheriff Birch 
Said, you hope for mercy from your repen- 
tence and through the merits and intercession 
of your Redeemer? He said, Yes, he was 
Conscious of the nature of the act he had com. 
Mitted, and added, you know itis forbidden 
A seripture. Mr. Sheriff Heygatesaid, he was 
Slad to find he was in that temper of mind, 
and asked if he wished to have his sentiments 
Made known. Bellingham answered, ** Yes, 
Sertainly : I wish most carnestly to hare them 
„Made known”? The Sheriff then asked him if 
there was any thing further he wished to say, or 
@ny communication he had to make to his fa. 
Mily, or tu any person, he replied, no ; with 
respect to himself, he said, hiscares were of 
Course over ; thatall his concern was for his 
family, which he aded, consisted of bis wife 
and three children, all sons, aad that he was 
most anxious that they should be provided for, 
‘The Sneritt then reminded him thata gentle. 
man had been there yesterday from Liverpool, 
who had promised him that his family should 
be taken care of. He expressed his satisface 
tion, and again rcpeated, that the only anxiety 
he now felt-was for his family, and for their 
Uture provision. Mr. Sheriff tfeygate then ad. 
dressed him, and asked him if he still adhered 
to his former declaration, that the had not 
Perpetrated this act from-any concert or com- 
Munication with any other.person, and that he_ 
Was prompted to commit it merely from a mis. 
Aken sense af the wrongs which he conccived 
\mself individually to have suffered. Heim. 
Mediately answered with peculiar earnestness 
that he bad not acted in concert or in commu. 
Nication with any human being, and he wish. 
ed that his last words upon this subject 
Should be make known. He then turned round 
to à table on which the ropes for binding his 
hands and Arms, and the one with which he 
as to beexecuted, were Iying, and said, 
Gentlemen, l am quite ready.” ‘Fhe hour 
being near! Y arrived at which he was to suffer, 
“Ole of the attendants proceeded tofasten his 
‘Wrists together: he turned up the sleeves of 
MS Coat, and clasping his hands together, pre- 
Sentedthem to the man who held the cord, 
And said, € So 2 when they werc fastened, he 
desired the attendant to pull: down his sleeves 
$0 as to cover the cord. The ofhcer then pro. 
Ad tusecure hisarms by a rope behind 
En when the man had finished, he moved his 
bear: db, as if to ascertaia whether:he 
than ie is neck, and asked whether they 
Wet his arms were suffcieatly fastenpd, 


saying th3t-he might possibly struggle, and, 


that he wished to beso secured as to prevent 
any’ inconvenience arising from it, and ré- 
quested that the rope might be tightêned a lit=’ 
tle, which was accordingly done, Daring thg 
whole of this awful scené he appeared perfect.’ 
Ìy composed and collected £ ‘his voice’ never 
faultered : but just beford he left the room tó 
proceed to the place of execution Hie stooped 
down his head and appeared to ‘wipe off 
tear. He'wasthen condueted by the Lord 
Mayor, Sheriffs, Under Sheriffs, and Officers, 
(Doctor Ford walking with, him) from the 
room in which he had remdined from tho 
time his irons were täken”off, through the 
Press.yard and the Prison to the fatal spot. 
He walked very firmly, and appeared: even 
more composed than many of the persons who 
were present ‘at this awful scene, 
After Bellingham’s ions were taken off, 
and he had returned tothe room adjoining 
the Press-yard, he put on a pair of Hessian 
boots. He did not appear to beat àlì emaciat. 
ed. . 

The procession, which moved quickly along; 
was followed by about two dozen Gentlemen. 
The Sheriffs and svme of the Officers first 
went out vf the Debtor’s door upon a part of 
the scaffold, between the door and the place 
of execution, a littlelower in situation, cover- 
ed over from therain, Merethey stood with 
ouly their own officers, the Lord Mayor, and 
about six- Gentlemen, the ethers being left ins 
side the door in the prison. Bellingham as 
cended the scaffold accompanied: by Dr. Ford, 
the ‘Ordinary, the executioner, and one or 
‘two officers who kept rather back, the Ordi. 
nary and executioner alone going forward 
«with him, : 
_ He ascended the seaffold with rather a light 
step, a cheerful countenance, and a confident, 
a calm, but not at-atlan exulting air ; helook. 
‘ed about him a little lightiy and rapidly, 
which seems to have been. his usual manner 
“and gesture; but he hadno airof triumph, 
nor disposition te pay attention to the mob. 
On his appearance, & confused noise arose 
among the mob, frum the desire and attempts 
of some to huzza him, counteracted by a far 
greater number who called * Silence!’ He 
took no notice of this, but sabmitted quietiy, 
and with a disposition to accommodate, in have 
ing the rope fastened round his neck, nor 
did he seem to notice any thing whatever that 
passed in the mob, or to be any way gratified 
by the friendly disposition which some mani. 
fested towards him. 

Before the cap was put over his face, Dr. 


Ford asked if he had any last communication to 


make, or any thing in particulartosay ? He 
was again proceeding about Russia and his 
family, when Dr. Ford stopped him, calting 
his attention te the eteruity into which he was 
entering, and praying. Bellingham praying 
ferveutly also, 
The fast thing the Clergyman said to him, 
was asking him how he felt? To which he 


answered calmly and collcciively, saying, 


‘té he thanked God for having enabled him to 
66 meet his fate with so much fortitude and 
€ resignation,” 

When the Exccutioner proceeded to put the 
cap over his face, Bellingham objectcd to 
it, and expressed a strong wish the business 
could be done without it; but Dr. Ford said, 
that was impossible. While the cap was put. 
ting on, and fastening, (it being tied round 
the lower part vf theface by a white Handker. 
chief) aud just when he was tied up, abouut a 
score of persons in the mob set up a loud and 
reiterated cry of ** God bless you} God bless 
yout?? This cry lasted while the cap was 
fasteuing on, and though those who set it up 
were loud and daring, it was joined in but by 
averysew. 'Fhe Ordinary asked Bellinghain 
if he heard what the mob were saying? He 
said he heard them crying out something, but 
he did not understand what it was, and inquire 
ed what? 'Khe cry haviug by this time ceas- 


„@d, the Clergyman did not inform him what it 


was. The fastening on of the cap being ac. 
complished, the Execationer retiecd. A per. 
fect silence ensucd. ‘The crowd evidently ex. 
pected he would be turned off instantiy, but 
Dr. Ford continued praying with him for 
about a minute, while the Pxecutioner weut 
below the scaffoid, and preparations were 
made to strikeaway itssupporters. The clock 
struck eight, and while it was striking the 
seventh time, the Clergyman and Bellingham 
both fervently praying, the supporters of the 
internal square of the scaffold were struck 
away, and Bellingham dropped, and he then 
remained only visible down to his knees, The 
Clergyman was left standing on the outer 
frame of the scaffold. When Bellingham sunk 
the most perfect and awful silence prevailed, 
not even the slightest attempt ata huzza or 
noise of any kind was made. He did not 
struggle at first, and but very little afterwards, 
the Executioners being below pulling his legs, 
that he might die quickly ; they were conceal- 
ed in the inclosure from the sight of the po- 
pulace. As Bellingham dropped, the Cler- 
gyman retired from the scatfold, and in ten 
minutes afterwards, the mob which was not 
great, began to-retire, . 

The body hung till nine o'clock, and as 
soon as it was cat down, was place; in acart, 
and covered with asack. ‘The assistant of the 
executioner, and a boy, got into the cart, and, 
preeeded by the City Marshal, the body was 
conveyed up the Old Bailey, along Newgate. 
street, The populace followed the cart close, 
and as the windows were througed with spec- 


-tators, the executioner two or:three times re. 


moved Üe sack fram, ha bof 
seen. The cart turned down St, Martin, he. 
Grand, ùp Little Britain, ‘and, the body was 
delivered át St, Bartholonjew’s Hospital in 
Bell.yard. The populace then dispersed: 
From the time af his ‘Gopdemnation till that 
of his execution, no’ person was admitted to 
see hip but thé two goalers who 'remaïned in. 
the apartment with him, and Dr. Ford, the 
Clergyman. 1f any persons:properly entitled: 
to see:him. had applied, the Sheritis were ready 
to have given them a written order to have done 
89, without which, no one could see. him. 
Mr. Nicholson, who applied to see him so 
earnestly on Saturday, is we understaad; a. 
Methodist unacquainted with the deceased, 
who certainly was of the Church of England 
He took the sacrament this maruiog with 
great devotion, making the responses most cor 
rectìy, andshówing he was well used to the 
practice of the Church of England. When 
this was over, he seemed much relieved, and 
thauked Gad he was mow on the point of hav 
ing an end put to the troubles in which he had 
beeu constantly involved for the last 30 vers. 
Île was allowed only bread and wätör after 
his conderanation: but so fac from complain. 
ing of this he seemed pleased with it, observ. 
ing, he thought such diet preserved his health 
aud spirits better.=lu his cell be tay mostly 
vn his bed, no chairs or tables being allowed; 
aud he slept a great deal. —He slept remarka. 
bly sound last might, aud until the time when 
he was called ou tp prepare for. execution, 
With all his exclamativus about his wrongs on 
account af Russia and his lamentations aùvout 
his family, we could fill our Fapers; bat the 
substauce of them is already accuratély given 
in our preceding accounts. He Êrmly and 
unifarmiy refused to express coutrition for his 
crime, of for Mr. Percoval’s fate, and he as 
steadify denied having any accomplices. 
_ Great prâise is due to Messrs. Sheriffs 
Birch and Heygate for the pains they took in 
regulating the mode of execution, and to Dr. 
Ford for his counsel and exhortations to the 
prisoner. The scaffold or platform. of execu- 
tion was well guarded with additional wooden 
aud iron fences, nome but peace officers being 
in view, or indeed within the City, 


BELLINGHAM. 

As we were obliged, on account of the 
length of the'Yrial, to defer the relation of any 
particulars respecting the conduct of this un- 
happy man) we now subjoin a few of t| cir. 
Cuimstances which marked his behaviour — 

On Wednesday night he slept as soundty a5 
if no crime hung heavily upon his heart, and 
his conscience was wholly exonerated from a 
sense of guilt. Ou the fgilowing morning he 
rose at seven o’clock, obviously refreshed, and 
apparently unatiected by the unfortunute cir. 
cumstauces of his situation. At half: past 
eight he breakfasted, but ate sparingiy. ‘The 
period between that aud diuner he passed walk. 
ing to and fro in his rovm in a thoughtful 
moud, and oecasiouully reading in his Prayree 
book. Ata httle after two he took dinner, 
which consisted of minced veal and potatoes, 
with a pint of porter, Meate moderately, but 
drank very little of the beer.—lu the course 
uf the day he was visited by Mr. Under-Shere 
if smith, and several other Geutlenen, Lose 
of whom he knew, though he received them 
alt withvut any appearance of dispieasure of 
disgust. During the whole of his day (Yhurs- 
day) he appeared perfectly tranquit, placid 
and resigned. 

A littie after six o'clock in tke evering he 
took tea, but ate nothing with it. He then 
beteok himself to the task of preparieg his 
defence. He wrote without intermission un. 
til about a quarter before nine o’clock; whe 
he wás visited by Mr. Newman. His paper 
having been alrcady nearly exhausted, he ap. 
plied to Mr. Newman for more, and was ini. 
mediately accomuudated with it, 

Whilst Mr. Newmaa was still with him, 
his trunk was ordered to be removed, accord. 
iog to the uniform practice of the ‚Prison. 
The trunk was according!y tacked (tk srison= 
er keeping the key), and then removed withe 
out any objection on his part, or indeed any 
observation, but the expression of a wish that 
his dressing gown might be left with him. 
‘Fhe gown lay at the time ou his bed, and the 
trunk was removed without any delay, 

About nine o’clock he had another pint of 
porter, of which he drank but little, and then 
‘returned to the business of writing out his de. 
fence. He continued thus caployed till about 
twelve o'clock, when he requested one of the 
persons appointed to sit up with him to pre- 
pare his bed. ‘This being done, he got into 
bed at five minutes past twelve, became in- 
stantly composed, and slept sound!y till thrce 
on Friday morning. Upon awaking, he rose, 
and applied himself instantly to set down some 
observations which he considered essential ta 
his defence, He then returned to bed at a 
quarter past three, and slepttill seven o'clock, 
when he rose for the day. 

Though aware, that the awful business of 
his trial was to come on in the course of that 
morning, he appeared neither atarmed or ap- 
prehensive. For some time after he had risen, 
he continued calm and composed. A hair 
dresser attended him at half-past eight, to 
shave him and dress his hair. Soon after he 
had his breakfast, and could scarcely eat any 
thing. About this time he began to be much 
agitated. He appeared to struggle hard to 
stifie his feelings, but could.not repress a flood 
of tears, which he endecavoured in vain ‚to 
conceal with his pocket-handkerchief, Upon 


perceiving. that his involantary emotions wers 


‚noticed, he observed to his attendants, that 


his feelings were not excited by any sense of 
his own condition, but hy cousideratiens for 
his family—that the act for which he was to: 
be tricd was a mere bagatelle, but that he was 
sorely concerned for the sake of his wife and 
children. Fhe violence of his agitation was 
such, ‘that the little he ate at breakfast was 
1mmediately got rid of, and he continued serie 
ously indispased ‘for aborc a quarter of am 
hour. Whilst. he remained in this state he 
raguested, to have an orange, and Mr. Smart, 
vue of the Varnkeys, brought him a couple, 
the effect of. which apparently restored him 
aud he. was again recovered and composed; 
when Mr, Newman, about a quarter beford 
ten, arrived to conduct him to his trial. Hé 
attended Mr. Newman with alacritx, and ex: 
pressed great satisfaction-that his trial was ta 
come on, and his trouble have an end, 

Ris exertions in his defence greatly er. 
hausted him. He was, consequently, very 
faint when he was brought back to prison. Or 
being removed from the bar, his'face was.à 
kittle flushred; and the only ‘indication of feel. 
ing was in an almost imperceptible conrulsive 
motioa of the lip. His hair, which is closely 
eropped, was perrectly moist, either from thò 
Exertion of speaking in his defence; or‘ from 
mternal agitation wich he strove to conceal, 
aud which thus broke through his frame. 
Since his conviction, he had been confined in 
one of the condemned cells. When he arrive 
ed at the. cell allotted for him, he Jooked aa 
round him with the. greatest cumpousurè, and 
clvitiy requested the turnkey to furmsh ‘hirh 
with tea. — He was theminforined that nothin 
was, allowed by the sentence bateesntand 
water. There wasa pitcher of water ready 
in the cell, and bread was immediately fetche 
ed him, of which he ate a large quantity, 
drinking plentifully of the water at intervals. 
He repeatudly said, iu the caurse of the even. 
ing, that he was perfectly happy ‚and his only 
Unecasiness arose fram an anxiety tarbe cut of 
Existenca. De went to bed perfectly compos.= 
ed, and stent soundly all night. 

Où Saturday morning he was stilt campos. 
ed, and evga cheerful, but rather taciturn. He 
requested to know if he couid have some tea 
for breakfast, insteed of bread and water 2 
which could not b: complied with. 

During yssterday he continued perfectly 
trangail and composed, and frequently express. 
ed a wish that the hour of ais ex<Ction was 
Come, that he might be relicvei from all Lis 
C:p:s, 

De. Ford the Ordinary of Newgate, made 
Several visits to him in the course of the last 
two days.  [eappeared affected with his situ 
ation ; but persisted in defending the crime he 
had committed; and was altogzerher inseosìjle 
to those exhortations which should induce him 
to propitiate the mercy of the Almigh:y, by 
the only atouement in his power==an unreserved 
acknowledgment of his guilt. 

Numerous visitors of distinction attended 
yesterday morting at Newgato, expecting to 
see the prisoner at Chapel, and to hear the 
condemned Sermon on this occasion; but he 
did not appear; the treatment of murderers, 
after sentence of death has been passed updn 
them, as prescribed by aStatute, directs that 
the criminal convicted shall be couveyed to a 
cell, and there be kept upon bread and watee 
vitis ezecution, on the morning appointed for 
wäsch he usually attends the Chapel, 

Yesterday, Stieritf Heygate saw the prisoner 
in his cell, teking Alderman Wood with hims 
on the latter asking him how he found himself ? 
he replied, ** As well as a man can be subsiste 
ing upou breadand watert Government think 
to intimidate me, but they are mistaken. LE 
häve been guilty of no offence, having only 
done an act of publie justice.” ‘The principal 
part of the day he passed in religious duties ; 
and besides the assistauce of Dr. Ford, the 
Ordinary, he was attended, at his own request 
by another Clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Wiison, 
whom the Sherif introduced. He appeared 
perfectly tranquil through the day ; but desir. 
ed to be sparcd the fórmality of going to the 
Chapel this morning, requesting that the Moly 
Sacrament might be administered to him in his 
cell, which was complicd with, 

Two keepers have continued with him ever 
since his conviction, although the dirnensions 
of the cell are ouly nine feet by six and 
a half. 

The Sheriffs received the warrant for exe. 
cution at nine o’clock last night. 

Every precaúkion had been taken to pre- 
serve the trauquillity of the Metropolis, dur- 
ing the exvcution of the sentences and if 
was found unnecessary for the Magistracy to 
have recourse to military aid oa this awful 
occasion, for the preservation of tle public 
peace. 

‘The disasters likely to attend so vast a 
multitude svho were expected to assemble, 
induced the Police very properly to have the 
following placard prepared to be posted in alt 
the avenues leading to the place of exe.

When in Lone 
don he was in the habit of calling on his 
wite’s relations, Mr. Shaw’s family, of the 
house of Fletcher, Shaw, and Co. Irish 
factors. A Solicitor was lately employed 
to draw up &rticles of separation between 
him «na his wife, but they afterwards 
made up their difference. {n the week 
betore last, a piece of silk goods was sent to 
him by his wife from Liverpool, to be re- 
turned to a siik merchant in the city. 
Beltingham had some difference with the 
merchant, whether the silk should be sent 
for, or he should send it to the warehouse. 
On Saturday se'nnight, however, he 
brought it to the merchant and took a most 
particular receipt.

VILLE Lä&VESON GOWER TO VISCOUNT 
CASTLEREAGH, MAY 17, 1812. 
Stanhope-street, May 17, 1812. 

Mv Lorn—lt appears upon the trial: 
of John Bellingham for the murder of 
Mr. Pereeval, that the prisoner in his de- 
fencesendeavoured to justify that atrocious 
act on the ground of his Majcsty’s Gov- 
ernment having refused to compensate him 
for the injuries ant oppressien he states 


himself to have suffered in Russia, during 


the time Î had the honour of representing 
his Majesty in that country. He com- 
plained particularly of my conduct, and 
that of Sir Stephen Shairp, His Majes- 
ty’s Consult General, as having sanctioned, 
by our silence and negleet to interfere on 
his behalf, the unjust treatment, as he 
considered it, of the Russian Government. 

| was subpcoenaed by the prisoner to 
attend the trial; If did attend, and ex- 
pected anxiously to be called upon to 
state, upon oath, all F could recollect of 
the circuinstances of his case in Russia. 
In this expectation, however, Ì was dis- 
appointed ; my testimony was not called 
for ; and after having heard.the most see 


ous Ac inkt gross neglect ‘of ty 
and wekrit-Bf cotdón humanity, brouglit, 
förward by the’ ptisôner, against myself 
and Sir Stephén hipe ‚ Í had not‚the op- 
portunity afferded me of publicly: refuting 
those charges. „Allhough I am perfectly

with Sir Stephen Shairpe, who agreed: not 
enly to write a detter to the Governor Gen* 
eral, requiring an explaation of the cir- 
cumstpuices of which Bellingham, comr 
pltined, but also, to, his own mercantilë 
cörrespondents, British residents at Árch- 
angel, for their opinion of tbe conduct of 
the Russian Government tewards the 
complainant. 

It appeared from these inqaïries, that 
Bellingham having. been engaged in com- 
mercial business with-the „hotise of Dor- 
becker and: Co. pecuniary claims were 
made. by each party Against the other, and 
that these claims had been by the Gevere 
nor General referred for decision to four 
merchants, two British’ merchants being 
appointed on the part of Bellingham, and 
two other persons, on the part of Dorbec- 
keráBy the award óf those arbitrator, Bel 
lingecun was declared to be indebted to 
the assignees of Dorbecker the sum of 
two housand roubles. Thissum Belling- 
ham, notwithstanding this decision, re= 
fuscd to pay. : 

it also appeared from the communica- 
tions received from Archangel, that a 
crimsnal suit had been instituted against 
Bellingham, by the owners of a. Russian 
ship which had been lost in the White 
Sea. They accused him of having writ- 
ten an anonymous letter that had been 
received by the Underwriters in London, 
in wliich Íetter it was stated that the in- 
surance of that ship was a fraudalent 
transactions; and payment for the loss of 
her had been in consequence resisted. 
No satisfactory proof was adduced against 
Beili igham, and he was acquitted nf this 
charge. But before the termination of 
this suit, he attempted to quit Archangel, 
and being stopped by the Police, whom 
he reszisted, he was taken to prison; but 
was soon after liberated, in consequence, 
I believe, of a second application to the 
Governor frora Sir Stephen Shairpe. 

About this period Iquitted Russia; and 
I have no recollection of hearing any 
thing more of John Bellingham, ull after 
my arrival at St. Petersburgh upon my 
second embassy. He came running into 
my house one evening, and solicited me 
to allow him to remain all night, in order 
to avsed being re-taken into custody b 
the Fbosice, from whom he had escaped. 
1 conplied with this request, though 
could not, upon any ground, assume to 
myself the power of protecting him trom 
legal arrest. Ïtappeared that the award 
of the Arbitrators of Archangel had been 
confirmed by the Senate, to which body 
Bellingham had appealed; and he was 
in cansequence delivered over to the cus- 
tody of the College of Commerce (a Fri- 
bunal established forthe special purpose 
of taking cognizance of commercial mat- 
ters relating to British subjects, and whose 
authority was recognized in the Commer- 
cial Freaty between the two Countries), 
there to remain till he discharged. the debt 
of the two thousand roubles, ‘This cus- 
tody was not very strict, for he was allow- 
ed to walk wherever he pleased, attended 
by a Police Officer belonging to the Col. 
lege. He came frequently tomy house, 
and at various times reccived from my 
Private Secretary small sums of money, 
to support him during his confinement, 
Contfined as he was by the legal autho- 
rities of the country f could on no pre- 
tenee make any application for his release ;

That in the year 1804, your Petitioner went 
from this country to Archangel, in Russia, for 





„mercantile purposes, and having dispatched his 


vessels and alt his other affairs there, your 
Petitioner toek out his Petrosnick from the 
Governor General on the 15th of November 
in the same year, for the purpose of returning 
home by the way of St. -Petersburgh. 

‘That as your Petittoner was on the verge of 
departure, he was seized, dragged out of his 
Kabirky, and thrown into prison, in conse. 
quence of an affidavit of a person named Sole. 
mon Van Brienen, dectaring your Petitianer 
to be indebted to himself and others a sum of 
money, when no such circumstance did, or 
ever had existed. 

Your Petitioner declares, that this Mr. Sol. 
omon Brienen was ene of the owners of a 
Russian ship, called the Sojus, that was wreck. 
ed the preceding autumn in the White Sca; 
and that he committed this perjury with a 
view to obtain an irregular insurance out of 


Lloyd's Coffee House on the said vessel, on 


the seppositign that your Petitioner had com. 
municated the circumstances attending her loss 
to Lloyd’s, which he never had donc; the truth 
whereof all parties were afterwards convinced 
by the result ef inquiries from London. 

Had the supposition regarding your Peti- 
tioner provedtrue, this masked detention was 
intended to be dropped, and he was to have 
been prosecuted for the amount of the insur- 
ance on the Sojus, which the Underwriters at 
Lloyd's refused to pay. Ft so happened that 
Mr. Popo, another of the owners of the 
Sojus, was Major at the time, and by virtue of 
his office, President. of the Magistracy : in this 
way the Magistrates took ecognizance of so 
extraordinary a proceeding. 

So unhappily circumstanced, your Peti. 
tioner wrote the particulars to Sir Stephen 
Shairpe, as also to khord Granville Levison 
Gower, His Majesty's Consul and Ambassa. 
dor at St. Petersburgh, praying their interfer. 
ence to obtain an order for hèm to proceed on 
his journey without further molestation. To 
which application Sir Stephen Shairpe replied. 
— le had by that post written to the Governor 
General of Archangel desiring your Petition. 
er might be immediately liberated, if not legal. 
ly detained. Some weeks passed on without 
any thing being done:—your Petitioner ap 
plied again to both Consul and Ambassador ; 
to which application Sir Stephen Shairpe an- 
swered—*f That the Governor General had 
replied to this letter, stating your Petitioner 
to have behaved very indecorously, and that 
he was legally detained.””— When the fact is, 
he was patronized by Mr. Van Brienen in the 
proceedings before stated. Lord Gower also 
replied to your Petitioner’s application, say. 
ing, ‘“ That in consequence of what the Go. 
vernor General had written to Sir Stephen 
Shairpe, he was precluded from making appli- 
cation in his behalf; but, if your Petitioger 


could bring forward any proofs of irregul art ts 
in the business, he would then act as the case 
might require.” ob 

‘Thé proceedings were of so impure a naturé, 
and òf sùh” public notoriëty, that the Procufe 
êr of Arcliangel immediately aftét’ this correge 
pondence, reported to the Minister of Jústiêe 
atSt. Petersburgh, ® That your Petitioner 
was extremely il used,and that he was illen 
gally detained’? Deden 

It appeared afterwards that Sir Stephen 
Shairpe: read the said Repött at Prince 
Lapachin’s, the Minister of' Jüstcd, of its 
arrival at St. Petersburg, but of w hich Rejórt 
no notice was ever taken 3 and, although your 
Petitioner made subsequentanil frequent applie 
cations to the Consul and Ambassador; ‘yet 
not thé smallést answer was ever returned to 
his entreaties. “The Procurer also forwarded 
a copy of hìs Report to Prince Lapuchin, but 
with no better success. 

After a durance of six months, ‘your 
Petitioner was liberated, when he proceeded 
to St. Petersburgh, with every rcquisite 
voucher of the General Governor’s letter, ‘and 
of the ill treatment he had sustaimed. 

Your Petitioner, on his arrival at St. Peteré. 
burgh, found it necessary, in behalf. of his 
injured reputation, to impeach General Furs- 

ter, the Military Governor of Archangel, to 
Count Korzebue, the Minister of Justice, on 
three counts, to wit: 

Ist. For having sanctioned Mr. Solomou 
Van Brienen in an improper oath, knowing 
it to be so. 

2d. For having written an untrue account 
of the affair to Sie Stephen Shairpe, his Maa 

Jesty’s Consul, for the purpese of preventing 
justice. . 
“_’3d. For causing him to be thrown into a 
doathsome military prison, for the purpose of 
‘extorting from him a sum of money, with a 
view to colour the transaction, and thereby 
pave the way to a justification of his own 
conduct, and that of others. 

Count Kotzebue had the matter investigated 
through the Chief Government Court at Ar. 
chaagel, and finding every allegation to be 
correct, he furnished your Petitioner with a 
document to be carried into the Senate, 
together with his complaint, aud vouckers, 
for the purpose of obtaining an indeninia 
Bcatinn for his sufferings, according to law. 

The affair afterwards weut into the Senate 
through Lord Gower, by virtue of an Ímiperial 
Ukase. - ee Ze 

‘Fhat although your Pcetitioner’s case - was 
irrefatable, yet the Senate, instead of answer. 
ing to voar Petitionet’s complaint, or rc- 
dressing his grievances, patrouized the proceed. 
ings, and in consequence had your Petitioner 
arrested and imprisoned on various erroneaus 
allegations, the erroneousness of which thciz 
own Courts were afterwards obiiged to furnish 
official testimony, after having tortared your 
Petitioner fora seri's of years, sometimes by 
closely contining him in a loathsome prison, 
at others condemned to a dungeon, to be kept 
on bread and water, often marched publicly 
through the City with gangs of felous and 
eriminais of the worst description, and even 
then by the house of his Majesty's resident; 
at best, he was never suffered to go cut bur 
tike a person under serious criminal arrest, 
and was the object of attention, not only of 
all the Foreign Ministers resident at the Court, 
but of the public at large, to the great 
disparagement of his Majesty's Crown, and 
the heart.rending hurmiltation of himself, 

Through the whole course of these proceed. 
ings your Petitioner made innumerable applies 
cations to the Consult and Ambassador for an 
appeal to the Emperor on such a national 
disgrace, and was not only uniformly rejected, 
but the Consul wert so far asto assert the 
proceedings to beright. 

Thus without having offended any law, 
either civil or criminal, and without having 
injured any individual, in this mauner was 
your Petitioner bandied from one prison to 
another, through the various Miuistrations 
of Liord Granville Gower, Mr. Stuart, the 
Marquis of Douglas, and Lord Granville 
Levesón Gower’s second Embassy, and tw 
years subsequent therebo. 

That during this period a dispute happened 
betwixt a Capt. Gardener, of Hull, and the 
Captain of the guard.shijp, on a squatble of 
enly two roubles for pilotage, which triding 
affair was carried to the Einperor no less than 
four times by his Majesty's Minister within 
the space of two months, while your Peti- 

}tioner’s case was sedulously suppressed, al. 
though the honour of both couutries was 
materially concerned in the issue. 

That previous to Lord Gower quitting St. 
Petersburgh the last time, your Petitioter 
waited upon his Liordship, and also upon Sie 
Stephen Shairpe, urging the nationality of the 
case, and praying for an appeal to the Em. 
peror, as both law aud justice required, 
when your Petitioner was, for the last time, 
positively denied, through Mr. Rick, his 
Lordship’s:Secretary, who said his Lordshijp 
could. not do it. ‘Thus both the Consul and 
Ambassador left St. Petersburgh, leaving 
your Petitioner the object of persecution, 
without any aid whatsover. At length the 
Senate, being tired of its own proceedings, 
your Petitioner was furnished with a pass ta 
quit Russia in October, 1809, which act was 
a declared judgment in your Petitioner's 
favour, and a proaf that the Senate must have 
revoked its own Ukasc.

Sik-—Haviig suffered in a most unprecedented 
manner, for a period of six gears, in Russia—on my 
return two yearsagn l made a representát.on of the 
case to the various departients of hìs Majesty's Go- 
January last Tapplied for redress, 
by Petition, to his Royat Highness. the Prince Re- 
gent, who was graviotely pleased to refer the affair to 
his Majesty's Most Honourable Privy Council—(See 
Letter No. 1.)—The Councit devlined to act in the 
‘business; upon which 1 requested an official copy of 
their Lordship's decision, and was answered by the 
“Clerk of the Council, it could not’ be complied with. 


In consequence 1 renewed my application to his Koyal 


Highness the Price Regent, accompanied by the in- 
closed Petition to the House of ‘Commons, praying 
his Royal Highness, that ‘as theaffair is purely na- 
tional, he would be graciously pleased to direct úiy 
complaint to be brought before Parliament-—to which 
Petitibn L received the Answer (No. 2.) 

Having borne the weight of this unhappy affair 
abroad, for a series of years, in a manifold way—on: 
my return home, [ had the mortificatien to find my 
affairs gone to ruin=-my property sold up—my family 
Gistracted, and suffering fm the mostssevere manner 
by the inevitable ruïnous ‘consequences of my deten- 
tion—and for the preceding two years they had not 
been able to ascertain whether 1 was alive of dead. 
Since my return 1 have not. only been bereavedofa 
farther property (bequeathed ín my absence), to make 
good the consequences of this business, but am now 
“eomsiderably ievolvedSo Tatal has it proved. Thus 
circumstanced, A trust I shall be pardoned ia address- 
‘ing the House of Commons, individually, in tbe hope 
that, on the behalf of mäterial justice, some Member 
will do me the Fevour to bring forward my said just 
‘Petitlon—as comgaofi justice is alt Tsolicit, and what 
every one will agree Îought to have, more especially 
as my sufferings, fat: the last eight years have been al-
